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In presenting the Fifth Annual Report of the Montreal Young 
Men’s Christian Association and City Mission, your Committee 
would first tender thanks to Almighty God for the measure of suc-. 
cess with which he has favored the Association, and for the warm, 
courteous, and Christian intercourse which has existed affiong the 
brethren. As hand has joined hand, so has heart been joined 
to heart in the effort to promote the spiritual welfare of those who 
are the special objects of our efforts. And your committee have 
not labored in vain. In the career of usefulness upon which the 
Association has entered, in the spiritual enjoyment which has been 
experienced, and in*the Christian love and unanimity which pre- 
vail, the Committee feel that the good hand of their God has 
been with them, and to Him they ascribe the praise and glory. 
Your Committee, in the prosecution of their duties, have 
become more deeply convinced of the importance and value 
,of Young Men’s Christian Associations,—forming, as they do, 
/ anagency of great power for reaching, and bringing under the 
most favorable influences, the young men of the community. 
The stranger just arrived from a foreign land, or a country 
home, meets, when he comes into contact with such an associ- 
ation, with young men, whose companionship will be safe, and whose 
influence will be of the happiest kind. During the past year, not 
a few young men on their arrival from Britain, have been met,— 
introduced into good boarding houses,—aided to procure employ- 


: ment, and are now members of the Association, 
Another feature of great interest in this Organization, is the 


union of young men of the various sections of Christ’s Church, 
for spiritual improvement, and for Christian labor. The Christian 
A intercourse enjoyed by the members for some time past, has been 
| most cheering, and frequently in our meetings, have the words of 
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Holy Writ been realized, “ How good and how pleasant it is for 
brethren to dwell together in unity !”’ 

Then the banding together of these Christian young men, to do 
good as they shall have opportunity, must be regarded as of great 
moment to the future of the Church. A process of training, for 
the warfare against the powers of darkness and their attendant 
train of evils, is going on, and young men are preparing for 
greater usefulness, if spared to attain a riper age. The active and 
devoted Christian laborers in this field of usefulness, will furnish 
our churches in after years with Pastors and Teachers, with Elders 
and Deacons, and our Mission fields with Evangelists. Already 
some of the brethren, on vessels in the Harbour, and in the homes 
of the poor, have made known the way of salvation. Some, too, 
once with us, are now preachers of the gospel ; and it is hoped that 
others will follow their example. In the present dearth of ministers 
in all sections of the church, the duty of Christian young men in 
reference to the ministry demands their prayerful consideration. 

The additions to the membership during the past year have been 
121. The present number of members is 205. The Association 
suffers, as do the Churches of this city, from the floating character 
of the population. Numbers of yoeng men formerly associated 
with you as members, are now residents of other places. During 
the present year several brethren have removed to the Western 
part of the Province, who were most efficient and devoted members 
of the Committee. Their former connection with you will, no 
doubt, have a pleasing influence over them in their new location, and 
it is hoped that their warm interest in the objects of your Associa- 
tion, will lead them to influence young men among whom they now 
_ reside, to unite for purposes similar to those which bring together the 
Christian young men of this city. 

Last winter, whilst Mr. Brown’s Bill for promoting Sabbath 
~ observance was before Parliament, your Committee prepared a pe- 
tition to the Legislature in its favor, This petition was signed in 
behalf of the Association, by the President and Seeretary. Another 
petition from the Young Men of Montreal in favor of the same bill 
was got up by your Committce, and sent to the Legislature with 
hearly 700 signatures. Quite recently a petition to the eity Coun- 
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cil has been adopted, praying that body to establish a Juvenile 
Reformatory. 

Rooms.—!In the early part of the year your Committee felt, 
that jt was essential to the prosperity of the Association, that a 
suite of good rooms should be provided in a public central 
locality ; and, after careful search for a building, they decided to 
lease for two years, at an annual rental of £60, the building which 
you now occupy. ‘The upper portion of the house is occupied by 
your Missionary, who is thus accessible to all who wish to see 
him. ‘The wisdom of this arrangement is justified by the increas- 
ing number of persons who are calling upon the Missionary on busi- 
ness relating to the Mission. 

It would gratify the Committee to see more of the members 
occasionally visiting the Rooms, and introducing young men not 
members of the Association. It is hoped every member will aim 
to attend as frequently as possible, and also use his efforts to induce 
others to attend. ‘The Rooms are open each evening of the week, 
Sabbath excepting, from 5 to 10 o’clock, and a cordial invitation 
to visit them is given to all young men and to persons visiting the 
city. We have a Reading Room, supplied with good books, 
magazines and papers; a room for meetings, bible classes, &c., 
anda Committee Room. During a part of the year the use of 
one of the Rooms was granted to about a dozen French Canadian 
youths to hold a prayer meeting in. 

Lisrary.—The Library contains upwards of six hundred 
volumes in the English language, on theology, biography, missions, 
history, science, art, travels, and miscellaneous literature, with com- 
mentaries, dictionaries, &c. Many of the works are of great value 
and excellence, whilst a large portion are of an entertaining yet 
instructive character. There are also about one hundred and fifty 
yolumes of excellent works in the French and German languages. 
Since the first of January only about 120 volumes have been taken 
out by the membeas of the Association. The books have, how- 
ever, been well read by seamen and others who have attended the 
Reading Rooms. The Missionary has also lent a number of 
volumes to those whom he visits. More ‘than a dozen volumes in 
English have been donated to the Library since the last Report ; 


.' 
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about half of these were the gift of Mr. R. C. McCormick, jr., 


of New York. 

Our brethren connected with the Young Men’s Christian Union 
of Elberfield in Germany, have shown great courtesy to this 
Association, by their handsome donation of more than one hundred 
volumes in the German language. 

Kinprep AssociaTions.—During the year your Committee 
have had fraternal correspondence with similar associations in 
various parts of this continent ; and this correspondence has from 
time to time been laid before you. Your Committee have 
rejoiced to hear of the prosperity which has attended the labors of 
their brethren in other places. It will possibly gratify the brethren 
to learn that the kindred associations in this Province are in a 
prosperous state. Your Missionary, during his country excursion, 
was instrumental in forming an Association at Martintown and 
another in Brockville. Communications have also been received 
_ from Belleville and London in Western Canada, relative to the 
projected formation of Associations in those places. It is worthy 
of note that the letters, in both cases, were from gentlemen who 
were formerly residents of this city. 


Lectures.—Last winter a lecture was delivered before the 
Association by Prof. Dawson of McGill College, on the “ Scriptu- 
ral Narrative of the Creation.” This lecture was heard by a large 
and highly respectable audience. ‘The Rev. O. KR. Bachelor, a 
Missionary from India, also gave three lectures on India and the 
Hindoos, illustrated by transparencies. The Rev. Mr. Upham, 
of Fairfax, Vermont, also kindly engaged to deliver a lecture, but 
was prevented by stormy weather. 

Last spring ten Ministers of the city, of six denominations, kindly 
consented to deliver a course of Religious Lectures to the working 
classes in Griffintown. ‘These lectures were numerously attended, 
and were heard with apparent interest by many, who for months, 
had quite neglected the public means of grace. The following

the expenses attending a course of Lectures are large, it 1s hoped 
that the Religious public will sustain the Association in this effort, 
and that the example of one of our merchants may be extensively 
followed, who presented each of his young men with a ticket 
for the course. 

Tract Errort.—It has been usual to issue each winter two 
tracts, entitled “ Papers for Young Men.” Last winter, two min- 
isters of the City were solicited to write each a paper, but owing 
to the inability of one of these gentlemen to co so in time, only 
one was issued. That one was by the Rev. H. Wilkes, D.D., on 
“ Conscience.” 

In June last, the Annual Convention of the Young Men’s 
Christian Associations of the United States and British Provinces, 


eight Christian brethren, one from London, England, the others, 
from various cities and towns on this continent. The Christian, 
prayerful, and happy spirit which pervaded the Sessions of the 
Convention will long be remembered by all who attended them ; 
and whilst‘one result has been greatly to revive and to quicken 
this Association, sympathy and affection has been drawn out to- 
wards many engaged in the same work as ourselves in the British 
Provinces, and in the neighboring American Union. 

It is pleasing also to note that the Associations represented 
in the Convention, so far asheard from, received an impetus. The 
brethren went back to their homes spiritually quickened—and 
entered upon their labor of love with increased energy, and devis- 
ing new agencies for the promotion of the work they had under- 
taken. ‘Subsequent to the convention, your Association, at one 


worker, ‘Uhomas H. Gladstone, Esq., of London, England, with 
a deeply interesting address on the History of Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Associations, including therein a sketch of the Principal Asso- 
ciations on the continent of Europe. 
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Praver Mrntines.—Previous to the meeting of Convention, 
st was resolved by a few members of this Association to meet each 
morning for a fortnight to seek the Divine blessing upon this 
Association, and upon the brethren expected as delegates. Upon 
those meetings the spirit-of all grace rested in a large measure, 
and all who attended them felt it was good to be there. ‘Those 
prayers, your Committee feel, have been richly answered, and a 
faithful, covenant-keeping God, has poured out a blessing far larger 
than our faith merited. May the Association learn therefrom to 
ask more largely in future ; and whilst abundant in labors, may the 
members remember, “ In every thing by prayer and supplication 
with thanksgiving,” to make known their requests unto God, who 
giveth unto all men liberally. 

A Prayer meeting was commenced in July last, and has been 
held regularly every Tuesday evening. The attendance at this 
meeting has sometimes exceeded 30 persons. A few young men 
engaged in Sabbath Schools, have also met for prayer on Sabbath 
afternoon before proceeding to their classes. 


Brste Ciasses.—It was long felt desirable to bring together 
the numbers of young men, who were under no direct scriptural 
influence, to study those words “ which are able to make wise unto 
salvation.” But there had always been a difficulty in the way of 
procuring teachers. In the latter part of last summer, it Was re=- 
solved to make an effort to establish a Bible Class, and a commit- 
tee was appointed to procure a teacher. The old difficulty occur- 
red, and it was suggested that the class should be presided over by 
several gentlemen on alternate Sabbaths. ‘T’his idea was acted 
upon, and arrangements made to have the class conducted in 
the following order :— 

First Sabbath of each month—Rey. Wm. Bond. Subject: Pro- 
phecy. 

Second Sabbath of each month—Professor Dawson. Subject ; 
Scripture Similitudes and Emblems. 

Third Sabbath of each month—Rev. George Young. Subject: 
Gospel Narratives. 

Fourth Sabbath of each month—Joseph Leeming, Esq. ‘Subject: 
Harmony of the Gospels. 
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And when a Fifth Sabbath occurs in a month, the class will be 
presided over by the Rev. Donald Fraser. 

The first named gentleman being prevented from fulfilling his en- 

gagement, your committee made application to W. Craig Baynes, 

Hisq., M. A. of McGill College, to fill the vacancy, which that gen- 

tleman with the greatest kindness and readiness consented to do. 

This class your committee regard as one of the most important 
agencies for good to young men, which the Association has planned. 
Every Sabbath afternoon from 50 to 70 young men have been in 
attendance ; and may we not hope that if the Divine favor be sought, 
a blessing will rest upon this effort. A member of your Committee, 
(Mr. Claxton.) also conducts a Bible class for youth, on Monday 
evenings. | 

Ciry Mission. 

This important Christian enterprise has been faithfully prosecu- 

ted during the year, and although your Committee can point to few 
conversions, they believe fruit will yet be found, for the Lord has 
promised that “ your labor shall not be in vain.” Your Committee 
would by no means be indifferent to conversions, and they would 
therefore urge the duty of special prayer, that the Lord would be 
pleased to smile upon the means employed, and give encouragement 
to his servants by establishing the work of their hands. 
- Your Committee bear their cheerful testimony to the faithful 
and laborious diligence with which your Missionary, Mr. M assey, 
has prosecuted his labors, and they commend him to the Christian 
sympathy and love of the members, and ask for him in ‘his trying 
labors, the earnest prayers of God’s people. A Missionary, in a . 
city like ours, meets with very many rebuffs, and but few encour- 
agements. lis work is exceedingly trying, and ofttimes unplea- 
sant. ew men meet with more filth, disease and vice ; and as 
he does a work which is imperative the Church should see done, 
he should be sustained by sympathy ane prayer. 

Your Committee again urge the inadequacy of one man for a _ 
work SO extensive as is presented in this city, and trust that the — 
Association will at once resolve to add at least another laborer. 

During the year your Missionary has distributed over 4:1,000 
tracts, in the English, French, German and Danish languages, 149 
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copies of the Scriptures have also been given away. Nearly 150 
volumes from the Library have been lent to the poor, the sick in» 
the hospital, and to prisoners in the jail. The reading of these 
excellent works, will, it is hoped, have a beneficial influence. 
2.287 visits have been made from house to house, among the poor. 
The Missionary is usually well received—the people express them- 
selves thankful, and he is invited to repeat his visits.’ The Jail 
has been regularly visited, and services held every Sabbath. To 
the Hospital 100 visits have been, made, and the sick and dying 
pointed to the Lainb of God. ~ 

Last winter, your Missionary visited the Poor Relief Rooms 
31 times, and rendered good service to the benevolent friends en- 
gaged there, in caring for the wants of suffering humanity. As 
the Agent of the Young Men’s Christian. Association, the Muission- 
ary has spent much time among young men, either residents of the 
city, or strangers just arrived in it. 350 stores were vis ted 
and the attention of young men engaged therein, drawn to the all- 
important subject of religion. Young men have been directed to 
suitable boarding houses, and 10 have been assisted to obtain sit- 
uations. 

Your Missionary visited during the year 671 ships and steam- 
boats. Emigrants and seamen have received tracts and advice 
suitable to their cireumstances. Numbers of the latter have attended 
the Reading Room, and spent their evenings in reading good hooks, 
in place of loitering about taverns. Many of the seamen have 
found our Rooms a quiet retreat, and the Missionary states that 
many a letter has been written to friends at home, which would 
not have been written but for the accommodation provided by the 
Association. Several of your fellow members have regularly 
visited the vessels in port, and invited seamen and sailor boys to 
the Rooms. On several oceasions meetings were held with the 
hardy mariners of a most interesting character. May the good 
seed of the word sown by the wayside, yield fruit in other climes ? 
Interesting extracts from the Missionary’s Journal will be found in 
the Appendix to this report. 

Your Committee, in prosecuting the Mission, have observed 
with pain, an increase of profligacy and intemperance among the 
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young of both sexes. Respecting the former evil your Committee 
resolved to address the Ministerial Association of this city as soon 
as it should have resumed its winter meetings. With respect to 
the sin of drunkenness, it is hoped that the Temperance organiza- 
tions of the city will renew their efforts to stay the mighty evil. 
Your Committee can testify, from their experience, that the great 
majority of the inmates of the jail, hospitals and asylums of this 
city, have become so through strong drink.

Religious services have been held on the Sabbath in the jail, 
throughout the year, and also during the summer on board the 
ships in the harbor. : 

During the summer it was resolved to place before the Associa- 
tion certain plans of usefulness, in which the energy and activity 
of young men might find a channel, should God in his providence 
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open the way. Among the agencies recommended were Union 
Sabbath Schools in localities where children could not be induced 
to attend existing Sabbath Schools; and district prayer meetings, 
under the direction of the Mission Committee, for the poor and 
for those who are neglecting the means of grace. Four district 
prayer meetings were held last winter by the missionary, and much, 
spiritual good resulted from them, but it was felt desirable that the 
members of the Association should conduct these meetings, and 
thus permit the missionary to have more evenings to himself. 

Hitherto there has been no opening for Sabbath Schools; but 
arrangements have been made for resuming the district prayer 
meetings, to be conducted by members of the Association, appointed 
by the Mission Committee. There is a growing desire to engage 
young men in the mission work, and-not a few having the requisite 
qualifications have expressed their willingness to consecrate a por- 
tion of their time to the spiritual good of those around them. 

It has also been resolved to open books in which may be entered 
the names of young men seeking employment, and the names of 
employers requiring assistants. 

A Membership Committee has also been appointed of one mem- 
ber from each church represented in the Association. The duties of 
this Committee will be found in the By-laws. It is hoped that this 
Committee will increase the efficiency of the Association, and tend 
to facilitate its intercourse with the churches represented in it. 


The thanks of the Association are due to the American Tract 
Society, of New York, to the Religious Tract Society and the 
Auxilliary Bible Society of this city, for liberal grants to the Mis- 
sion—also, to the proprietors of the New York Independant, the 
Hamilton Christian Advocate, the Morning Star, the Toronto Echo, 
the Christian Messenger, of Brantford, the Canadian Independant, 
the Canadian Evangelist and the Montreal Witness, for donating 
their papers, and to John Dougall, Esq., and the Proprietor of the 
Pilot of this city, for gratuitous advertising, also to Dr. Camp- 
bell for his long continued gratuitous professional services to the 
Missionary’s family. | 


In conclusion, your committee in retiring from the charge you 
entrusted to them, urge upon the brethren to abound in love and

good works. Encourage in each other those graces which 
adorn the Christian character, and whilst you honor the Master you 
serve, cultivate a generous Jove to all who bear the Saviour’s name. 
Let intercourse between the brethren be marked by \ the 
simplicity and grace which is in Christ, that it may call forth the 
wondering exclamation,—* See how these Christians love one an- 
other.” And let not obstacles discourage, or indifference lead 
to relaxation of effort in this enterprise. Freely ye have re- 
ceived—freely give. Let each employ all his influence, and by 
active labor and earnest prayer, sustain and enlarge the plans of 
_ the brotherhood. , 
// Nor let the unconverted young man, whom you daily meet in 
/ in the pursuit of business, be forgotten. One great end of your 
Association is to bring them under religious influences among their 
own class. Aim to be useful to those young men. Let your pro- 
fession of religion be marked by sincerity and earnestness, by ho- 
liness of life and pious cheerfulness, that all around you, may learn 
the grace and power of true religion. Remember your Lord’s 
command,“ Let your light size before men, that they may see 
your good works, and glorify your father who is in heaven,” and 
forget not the Apostolic injunction to “ do good unto all men, 
as ye have opportunity.” 

Each member is responsible for the right working of the Asso- 
ciation, and should feel it his duty and privilege to labor for its | 
peace and prosperity. Let those who have tasted that the Lord 
is gracious, learn to tell others of that grace, and seek to make 
this sin-stricken world, better and happier. You are not laboring 
for heathen at a distance, for outcasts in foreign lands, though 
they have claims upon your Christian sympathies, but you are call- 
ed to labor for heathen who live around you, and for outcasts whom 
you meet in your daily walks, and by all that is awful in their con- 
dition—by all that is solemn in eternity—and by all that is invol- 
ved in your duty to God and to man, be faithful in this work, 
that through the Divine blessing, some may be saved, whose 
feet now tread the downward road. 
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RUNKARDS.—Called to see a man who lately signed the 
veda * He Gal absent from home. I left him a tract, and learned from 
the son that his father still kept the pledge.—Went into a joiner’s work shop. 
Met with a drunkard. Found him trembling, and nervous through drink. 
Spoke to him on his folly and sin. He promised to sign the pledge. He 
is a groat reader, and has read some of the best works out of the Mission 
Library. He often hears the Gospel and understands it, but drink has 
ruined him. I have been trying to reclaim him for scmetime. I took the 
pledge to him, he tried to sign it, but although a good writer, his hand 
was so palsied that his employer had to guide the pen. The latter said he 
had been “a little drop man, for 30 years, but he would now sign the 
pledge.” After they had signed the pledge, we all knelt down among 
the shavings, and I prayed that God would enable them to keep 1t. 


Tue Recuarmmp One.—At the Hospital on one occasion, the Missionary 
found “Two young women who appeared penitent, and anxious about 
therr souls. One of them stated that she knew nothing of religion when 
she first met me two years ago; since that time she had passed through 
much trouble and affliction. When I first saw her she was an unfortunate 
girl; I spoke to her of the sinfulness of her life, and found her willing to 
listen and apparently desirous to reform. For about twelve months I had 
lost sight of her till I met her in hospital. I was glad to learn that she 
had been in service, quite reformed. 

Poverty AND Drinx.—Visited three cases in Griffintown, on behalf of 
Poor Relief Society. Found one family had been receiving relief under the 
pretence that husband had been sick for several weeks. Learned from the 
man’s employer that he had not been absent from his work for three days 
in that time. He was earning six shillings a-day all winter with overtime. 
Found that his wife was given to drink—here was the secret. This and 
another family I visited were in a very filthy state. Husband, wife and six 
children, living in the attic of a small shanty. 

Tus BACKSLIpER.—Lent Doddrige’s Rise and Progress of Religion to an 
intelligent man, sick in the hospital. He was once an officer of a Christian 
Church and Superintendent of a Sabbath School. I met him first in the 
prison, and then spoke to him on the awfulness of his fall. I visited his 
house and found his family in great distress. His wife given to drink and 
his children in rags. Drink was the cause of his fall, and he led his wife 
into the same habit. As yet there is no indication of penitence. 


A Desparring Stinner.—A young woman in hospital stated that she be- 
lieved that Christ was a mighty and willing Saviour, but he could not save 
her. I asked her why? She replied, “I have been such a great sinner, he 
won't save me.” The missionary placed before her the most encouraging 
promises of the Gospel, but she shook her head in despair. She became 
worse and worse until her eyes closed in death. 

“Ty WouLD NOT DO FoR HIM.”—Called upon a man who I was informed, 
is addicted to intemperance. Found him living alone in a small dirty 
shanty. Endeavored to induce him to sign the pledge—declined. Thought 
‘“‘ temperance was a good thing but it would not do for him.” 


Tus Gay Youna Man.—Visited a young man in the jail, respectably 
connected and of pious parentage. He came from England about eighteen 
months since, as Surgeon to an emigrant vessel, and on his arrival in this 
city obtained a respectable situation. Soon after his arrival, he unfor- 
tunately fell into the company of several “fast” young men. There area 
number of these young men in Montreal. They are engaged in stores and 
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are considered respectable but frequent saloons, the theatre, &c. I am 
acquainted with many of these young men, and although some are married 
and consider theutselves as belonging to certain churches, I know they 
keep late hours, bad company, and get intoxicated; and after all think 
themselves as ‘‘ only a little gay.” For sometime I have endeavored to 
bring one of the companions of the young man in jail, to a better mind 
and better habits and warned him by the fate of poor “ Well, 
said he, “tis true he has been a little gay.” Poor ’s habits of dress 


- were too expensive for his income, and he robbed his employers to pro-

cure money. The associations of the jail had a most disastrous influence 
upon this man’s character. He is now in the States. 


Visiting Young Mun.—The missionary in distributing the “Paper for 
young men” has very favorable opportunities for speaking to them person- 
ally on the salvation of their souls. The missionary speaking on this 
matter says, I think that much good, by the blessing of God, will result in 
this department of my labors. In some of the stores I have had quite a 
congregation of young men, who listened to my remarks with eager interest. 
On another occasion the missionarywrites, ‘‘the young men appeared pleased 
to know that some cared for their souls, and some promised to join the as- 
sociation. Many merchants and employers thought the plan of visiting 
young men in the stores, was an excellent one.” As the winter is selected 
for visiting stores, when business is usually dull, the attention of young 
men is not drawn from their business duties, 


Syort Sxerones or Cuaracter.—The Missionary after referring to one 
of the District Meetings, at which 40 persons were present, gives the fol- 
lowing brief sketches of a few of the most regular attendants: No.1. R 
has been a great drunkard, and in jaii 4or 5 months. Is now a sober man 
and a hopeful character. No.2. Is a Roman Catholic—appears attentive 
and thoughtful. Nos. 3 and 4. B—— and wife. Very poor—but intelli- 
gent. Found them a few months back. Had not been to a place of wor- 
ship for nearly a year. No.5. Mrs. —— a peddler, fond of drink, goes, to 
no church. Nos. 6 and 7. Mrs.— and daughter. Hight in family, liv- 
ing in a small room, allin rags—not one fit to goto church. Husband 
will not attend religious services. No.8. Mrs. - rather respectable 
and intelligent, but attends no church. No.9. Mrs. —— in comfortable 
circumstances, but very ignorant of religion. Attends no church. The 
husbands of 8 and 9 attend no religious meetings. Nos, 10 and 11. Mrs 
——- and Mrs. —-— poor, husbands out of work, attend no church, 


REFUGEES FROM Siavery.—At one of the district meetings, nearly a dozen 
colored refugees have regularly attended. The Missionary writes, “It 
is affecting to hear them pray for the emancipation of their friends in bon- 
dage, their mothers and sisters who are still under the yoke. They pray 
in tears, with great fervency” 


Tue Wipow’s Son.—T. L. was the only son of a widowed mother. Met 
with him early last fall; he was then very intemperate, and a poor ema- 
ciated youth. I spoke to him on the advantages of sobriety, and found 
him frank and intelligent. After a few visits 1 induced him to sign the 
pledge, and he became steady. Iprayed with him, lent him books, and 
showed him the more excellent way. He promised to attend church as 
soon as he got clothes. In a few weeks he bought some clothes, and 
immediately commenced to attend my prayer meeting, without a coat. 
Hard drinking and late hours had brought on a severe cough. Fora time 
it was hoped that steadier habits would restore to soundness his shattered 
frame, but at length it became evident that he was sinking into an early 
grave. He ceased to work, and took to his bed. I frequently visited 
him; he appeared attentive and thankful, but did not say much. He died 
at the end of May. Drink destroyed him. 
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THANKFULNESS OF Iuurarants.—The Emigrants receive the Tracts and 
Papers, with much interest, and express themselves as being very thank- 
ful. Many appear surprised to see & stranger take so much interest in their 
welfare. The Norwegian and German emigrants are delighted, and re- 
ceive the tracts in their own languages, with great delight. The Mission- 
ary finds much encouragement among Seamen and Emigrants. 


STRANGERS IN A STRANGE Lanp.---Under date 17th July, the Missionary 
records, ‘It is affecting to see the poor immigrants to-day, exposed to the 
scorching sun, with their dear little ones. A poor Englishman, with a 

oung wife, and three little children, appeared quite broken-hearted. He 
and his young, delicate wife, wept bitterly, as they told me of their trials. 
I gave them a word of comfort, with suitable advice, and obtained for 
them some warm refreshments, 

A Samor’s TESTIMONY TO THE VALUE OF Reuigion.---“‘ Had an interesting 
conversation with a sick sailor. He stated that he had seen something of 
the value of religion, as presented by pious seamen in time of danger. 
Religion made them calm and brave. He had seen them volunteer to do 
dangerous work during a storm, rather than let their unconverted ship- 
mates expose themselves to the danger. What an influence in favor of re- 
ligion must such conduct exert among sailors ? ' 


A Dav’s Work.--- Went on board the Steamship Indian at breakfast 
time, conversed with the men, gave them tracts, and invited them to visit 
the Rooms. Afterward visited the ships and steamboats, to distribute 
tracts. Visited the Hospital, and conversed with sick: Visited three 
sick persons in Griffintown. Two of them clinging to their own works 
as a means of salvation. The third case was mnch more hopeful. Cal- 
led upon several other families given to drink. Dropped a word of coun- 
sel and invited them to prayer meeting.” 

Tur Dying SAror.--- At Hospital found a poor sailor very sick, and 
not iikely to recover. Was much affected as I spoke to him of the way of 
salvation. He has received much light through reading the ‘“ Sinner’s 
Friend,” which was plaeed in his hands a few weeks before. He gives 
good evidence of a change of heart. 

IyicRANTS AND Drink.---“ Many English and Scotch Emigrants up this 
morning. Some of them appeared glad of the opportunity to purchase 
liquors at the taverns along the wharf. They brought the bottles on board 
the steamer, and began to drink freely. Spoke to them on the evil of 
said practice, and recommended them to get tea and coffee while on board. 
One of them threw his liquor away, and advised his companions to do 
likewise.” 

A Guurty Conscrencn.---At the Hospital met with a man, recently from 
the old country. After I had left the room, he sent for me, and on my re- 
turn, said, “I-wish to make a confession to you, can you remain one hour.” 
The poor man had evidently a wounded spirit, he gnashed his teeth, and 
appeared to be in perfect misery. He several times commenced his confes- 
sion, then paused, as if afraid to proceed, then turning, his eyes toward 
the ceiling, exclaimed, “ what shall I do, O God! what shallI do?” I 
asked if he was-murderer. He replied, “I have not murdered any one 
put I have been very bad, I have behaved badly to my mother and sister.’ ’ 
Again he paused, gnashed his teeth, and fell back upon his pillow. . He 
stated that he had come to this country undera false name, and gaye me 
his proper one. He also stated that his sickness arose from a mental 
cause, I could not remain with him longer, and left. Soon after my. de- 
parture, he ended his existence by cutting his throat. It appears to me 
that an intolerable burden of guilt drove him to this act of desperation.

ARTICLE I. 


This Society shall be called “THe Monrreat Youne 
‘Men’s Curistian ASSOCIATION AND City Mission.” 


ARTICLE IT. 


Its objects shall be—the 7ve/¢gious and mental improvement 
of its members, especially in connection with the study of 
the Scriptures—the union of young men, of various Churches 
in this and other plans of usefulness—and the providing of 
means by which young men, coming as strangers into the 
city, may be brought under religious influences among their 
own class. 

ARTICLE III. 


This Association adopts, as the basis of all its proceedings, 
those fundamental principles of Evangelical Christianity, on 
which all Orthodox Protestant Churches are agreed, and will 
never admit any intermeddling with those matters of Faith 
and Polity on which such Churches differ. 


ARTICLE IV. 


Any young man under forty years of age, who is a member 
in good standing of an Evangelical Church in this city, may 
become an Active Member. Active members only have the 
right to yote,and be eligible to office ; and it shall be their 
particular duty to carry out the objects of this Association. 
Any young man of good moral character may become an 
Associate Member, and shall be entitled to all the privileges 
of the Association, except that of voting and being eligible 
to office. Any Associate Member who shall unite with an 
Evangelical Church, becomes thereby an active member of this 
Association, due notice thereof being given to the Secretary. 
Members may be proposed and accepted at any meeting 
of the Association or of the Committee. All elections shall 
be by ballot. Any person duly qualified may become a Life 
Member of this Association by paying Twenty-five dollars 
to the general fund, at any one time. Persons may become 


Honorary Members. The Association shall have power to 


expel members. 
ARTICLE V.. 


The annual subscription to this Association shall be one. 


dollar per annum to be paid on being received into Mem- 
bership, and during the month of November in each subse- 
quent year. 
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ARTICLE VI. 


The Officers of the Association shall be—a President, 
Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, a Recording Secretary, a Cor- | 
responding Secretary, and a Committee of Twelve, to be 
elected annually from the members—five to form a quorum. 


ARTICLE VII. 


An Annual Meeting shall be held in the month of Novem- 
ber, to receive the Report of the Officers and elect their suc- 
cessors. 

ARTICLE Vii. 

All meetings of the Association and Committee shall be 

opened and closed with prayer. 


ARTICLE IX. 


This Constitution shall not be altered, except at an Annual 
Meeting, or at a Special Meeting, to be held at the call of the 
Committee, and by the vote of two-thirds of the Members 


present. 


BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE I. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


1. Applicants for membership must be proposed by a mem- 
ber of the Association. All such proposals shall be made in 
writing, and shall contain the name in full, the residence, the 
church of which the applicant’is a member, and, if nota 
church-membex, the congregation he is connected with. It 
shall also be signed by the proposer. 

2. Honorary members shall be proposed at a regular meet- 
ing, and shall be received as members by motion, if carried 
by a majority of two-thirds of the members present. Art. 
V. of Constitution not to apply to Honorary members. 

3. The members shall seek out young men taking up their 
residence in the city, endeavor to bring them under moral © 
and religious influences, and by every means in the power 
to surround them with Christian associates. Members shall 
also exert themselves to interest the churches to which they 
respectively belong, in the objects and welfare of the Associ- 
ation. They shall labor to induce all suitable young men of 
their acquaintance to connect themselves with the Association 
—and use all practicable means for increasing its member- 
ship, activity, and usefulness.

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ARTICLE TI. 
OFFICERS. 

1. It shall be the duty ofthe President to preside at all 
business meetings of the Association and Committee, and to 
preserve in strict exercise the rules established by parliament- 
ary order. In the absence of the President, the senior 
Officer present shall preside, Devotional meetings may be 
presided over by any Active Member of the Association. 

2. The duties of the Recording Secretary shall be to keep 
a full and complete register of the names, residence, and 
church of each member. He shall attend all meetings, and 
keep a correct record of the proceedings thereat, and notify 
all officers and members of their election. 

3. The Corresponding Secretary shall, under the direction 
of the Committee, have charge of the correspondence of the 
Association. He shall keep copies of all letters written, and 
files of those received by him, relating to the affairs of the 
Association. He shall also present a written report of the 
Association at the annual meeting. 

4. The Treasurer shall receive all monies due the Associ- 
ation, and disburse the same under the direction of the 
Committee. He shall keep a full and correct account of his 
transactions, and report to the Committee when so required 
and to the Association at its annual meeting. 

5. The Committee shall have the general management of 
the Association, and shall report monthly to the Associa- 
tion.

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

1. The Standing Committees, who shall be subject to the 
General Committee, shall be—a Committee on Rooms and 
Library ; a Committee on Lectures, Essays and Debates ; a 
Committee on Bible Classes; a Finance Committee and a 
Mission Committee. These Committees shall be appointed 
by the President from the General Committee. They shall 
be subject to, and shall report to each monthly meeting 
of, the General Committee. ‘The President and Recording 
Secretary shall be ez officio members of each standing Com- 
mittee. 

2. ‘The Committee on Rooms anil Library shall consist of 
three members who shall attend to the Rooms of the Associ- 
ation, and see that they are kept in good order. This Com- 
mittee shall also arrange for the proper distribution of the 
books in the Library, and use all available means for its 
increase and preservation. 
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8. The Committee on Bible classes, to consist of three 
members, shall have eharge of all Bible classes connected 
with the Association, and shall make all arrangements to 
their efficient working. | 

4.. The Committee on Lectures, Essays and Debates, to 
consist of three members, shall provide for the delivery of 
lectures or sermons; shall prepare subjects for essays, de- 
bates, or conversation ; engage members to take part in the 
meetings of the Association, prepare a programme of each 
meeting, and cause it to be announced at least one week be- 
fore such meeting is held. 

5. The Finance Committee, to consist:of three members 
shall devise means for obtaining necessary funds for the As- 
sociation, and shall examine and approve all accounts refer- 
red to them by the General Committee previous to their pay- 
ment by the Treasurer. The Treasurer shall be an ex officio 
member of this Committee. 

6. The Mission Committee shall consist of five members, 
and it shall be their duty to superintend the City Mission, 
render all possible aid to the Missionary or Missionaries, and 
use all the means in their power to promote the success of 
the Mission, and to extend its usefulness. 

7. The President shall also nominate a Committee on Member- 
ship, to consist of a Chairman, who shall be a member of the Gen- 
eral Committee ; and not less than ten Active Members of the 
Association, selected from each church, in which there are members 
belonging to the Association. It shall be the duty of each mem- 
ber of this Committee to make himself acquainted with the young 
men in his particular congregation, especially strangers, and invite 
them to become members of the Association. He shall report on 
all applications for membership, referred to him. He shall convey 
to new members their certificates of election, and cards of member- 
ship, collect their dues, and labor to induce them to attend the reg- 
ular meetings of the Association. He shall also, when called upon 
notify the members of special meetings. It shall be the duty of 
the Chairman to see that each member of this Committee fulfils 
~ his duties. The Chairman shall also report the labors of his asso- 

ciates to the General Committee.

MEETINGS. 
1. The Committee shall meet for business on,the seeond 
Monday of each month—five to form a quorum. ; 
2. Meetings of the Association for reading of essays, for 
debates, conversation on religious subjects, devotional exer- 
cises, or lectures, shall be held as often as practicable during 
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_ Winter, commencing with November. As far as practicable, 
meetings shall commence at 8 o’clock, and close at 10, 

3. The business of the Association shall be transacted at 
any regular meeting of the Association, 

4. Special meetings of the Committee may be called at 
the option of the President, or at the request of three mem- 
bers of the Committee. Special meetings of the Association 
Shall be held at the written request of ten members, or at 
the option of the President. 

0. Any officer or member of Committee absenting himself © 
from three consecutive regular meetings of the Committee, 
without a sufficient reason, shall vacate his office. All vacan- 
eies shail be filled by the Committee. 


RULES OF ORDER. 


| GENERAL MEETINGS. 

1, The time to be occupied in the reading of an Essay 
shall not exceed twenty minutes.

5. Taking up new business. 

6. It shall be in order at any time, when there is no mo- 
tion pending, to propose persons for membership, or to suggest 
subjects for inquiry. | | 

7. The vote of at least two-thirds of the members present 
shall be necessary to constitute a majority. 

ALTERATION OF BY-LAWS. 

These By-Laws and Rules of Order may be altered or 
amended after one month’s notice of such proposed alteration 
or amendment has been made. Notice of such proposed al- 
teration or amendment to be placed in some conspicuous part 
of the room of the Association until the meeting at which 
such motion shall be brought forward. The motion failing to 
be brought forward, a new motion will be necessary.
